No Cases in New Haven. 

New Haven, Conn., September 15.—The city 
today is in a flurry of excitement over what 
seems to be a genuine case of cholera.

A CONTROVERSY BETW:EN TWO STATES. 


The Case of Young Gibbs Over Whom There 
Is Much Discussion. 


Columbia, S. C., September 15.— (Special.) 


The iuterstate case at Spartanburg pre- 
sents some interesting features. Governor 
Tillman has received no report from the 
sheriff at that place, but tonight he got a 
letter from Governor Holt, of North Caro- 
lina outlining the status of the case of the 
boy, Rob G. Gibbs, who is under arrest at 
Spartanburg. .

We believe that government is a t part- 
nership, and every member of the firm has a 
right expect justice and fair dealing from 
those who attend to the business of the firm.

They had before them the unanimous 
verdict of the people of Fulton county, in 
the late primary, which declared that the 
commissioners should be elected by the peo- 
ple. The members of the grand jury them- 
selves voted for Messrs. King Johnson 
and Martin, against elections by the grand 
jury and for elections by the people. The 
legislature to which these nominees will be 
elected will Lave met and adjourned long 
before the terms of the outgoing commis- 
sioners will have expired.
